More than 20,000,009 poaada of U* 


are exported from a single port in tae 
i«lnnd of Formosa. Tins tea il known 
in th« markets of this country au 
"For- 


mosa Oolong." It ie probable that much 
tea from tbe mainland of China is aold 
'.tnder the same name. Bat tea expert* 
;.fflrm that the tea ol Formosa has a dis- 
tinct fiaror. It is unlike *ny produced 
elsewhere. 
Large shipments of 
tea 


from Formosa are made every year to 
this conntry by line* ot eteamsti sailing 
direct trom Hongkong to Ban Francisco. 
Formosa Oolong will not go out of light 
because the Japanese take possesilon of 
the island. Nor It It probable thet the 
2,000,000 Chinese, said to have homes 
in Formosa, will be driven oat. Beside* 
ten, camphor, sugar, rice and hemp are 
exported. 


Formosa 1* 240 miles long with o 


breadth .of about 70 mile*,,. It ia sepa- 
rated from the mainland by the Formosa 
channel, through Vhleii meet ot the j 


steamships i>aaa in going from Yoko- 
hama to Hongkong. The interior of 
the island 1* occupied by savages, who 
have never been tubdned by tbe Chin- 


>. Ferbaps they will have more re- 


spect for the Japanese. Formosa, "the 
Beautiful," aa it is designated in Oriental 
parlance, is opposite to tha great com - 
mercial cities of Araoy and Bwatow o n 
the mainland. 
The Faraae marcbanta 


have for a lung time taken the lead in 
the Gommerca of Formosa. 
English, 


merchants also do a large export trade. 


Japan bai never produced a quality 


of tea equal to that which is sold under 
the brand of "Formosa Oolong." 
It

the suppoiition that tha prospective 
transfer of the island would reduce the 
exports. It is not probable that a single 
pound 1039 ot this tea will be consumed 
In tbia country because Formosa has 
been transferred to Japan.
